These growers of the three states 
put their heads together and agreed 
to patch together a program between 
states to accomplish a coast-wide es- 
tablishment of canning and shipping 
grades, to supervise the grading and 
to assess growers in order to advertise 
canned pears and also fresh pears. 

Of the approximate 300,000 ton crop 
,Of 1936 Bartletts on the coast, which is 
now about a normal production, about 
130,000 tons were canned. In Califor- 
nia, out of 200,000 tons about 60,000 
tons were canned.
